for Rope Slayers 


Washington—(/$>)— Prosecution by 


the federal government of citizens and 
officials who have any part in lynch- 
ing is proposed in a bill drawn for in- 
troduction in the house Thursday by 
Kep. Victor L. Bergcr. Wisconsin. 


Under the terms of Berger's bill, 


citizens would be liable to five years 
imprisonment and $5,000 fine for tak- 
ing part in a lynching mob, and po- 
lice officials who "deliberately fail to 
take necessary precautions to prevent 
lynchings" would be liable lo twice 
that penalty. 


Communities in which lynching oc- 


cur would forfeit 
510,000 for each 
lynching. 


In a statement, Mr. Berger charged 


:hat the Republican party failed to 
keep a pledge it had made that it out- 
law lynchings, and said that during- 
tho four years since the pledge was 
made,

SPLIT ON PLAN FOR 


SATURDAY CLOSING 


Final Decision on Plan Ex- 


pected to Be Made After 


" Meeting at Oshkosh Tues- 


day 


Neenah — Forty retail merchants 


gathered Wednesday evening at Val- 
ley Inn and discussed the advisability 
of closing stores on Saturday nights 
and remaining open Friday nights In- 
stead. The meeting which followed a 
dinner, was about equally divided in 
its opinion as to the question, which 
is being talked In every city in the 
Fox River Valley. Especially opposed 
were the grocers and butchers 1'or the 
reason that there are few people .who 
wilt purchase their Sunday supplies 
on Friday nights, especially perishable 
articles and because of outlying . and 
chain stores which are kept open 'on 
Saturday nights and do not cooperate 
with the others. 


The project will no doubt come to 


a head Tuesday evening when each 
city in the valley will send delegates 
to a meeting at Oshkosh, when the 
closing question will be discussed by 
business men of all classes. 
Most 


every city in the valley has held meet- 
ings similar to the one Wednesday 
evening and in most cases the major- 
ity of businessmen were In favor of 
giving the new change a try for at 
least six months. Neenah will send a 
delegation. 


William Krueger was in charge and 


called upon Mr. Corbett of the Apple- 
tea Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Cor- 
bett, who has made a study o£ the 
situation as carried out in other cities, 
especially Sheboygan. and Wausau, re- 
ported that the merchants in these 
two cities find the plan working out 
nicely and that it would be difficult 


to change back to the old plan. 


He stated that Appleton favored giv- 
ing it a try. 
He. also stated that fhe difficulty with 
the chain stores would be short as he 
Had information, especially from the 
Atlantic and Pacific 
store 
manage- 


ment, that these stores would co-oper- 
ate with plans adopted by other mer- 
chants, especially during the summer 
months, His remarks were upheld by 
Mfc- Dame, also of Appleton, a mem- 
ber of a committee to canvass the 
city of Sheboygan to get the 
senti- 


ment of the businessmen there. 


"E. R. -Smith of the Qshkosh Cham- 


ber of Commerce, reported that out of 
170 merchants in Oshkosh 107 were 
heartily in favor and h%ve signed up 
to give the plan a trial. He reported 
that the grocers there would come in 
line providing the chain stores and 
the smaller stores could be brought 
into line. Mr. Richmond, manager of 
nine meat markets at Oshkosh, 
re- 


ported that out of the 
40 markets 


there, only one objected to giving the 
plan a try. He. claimed, as did others, 
that the Saturday business 
between 


the hours of 6 and 9 o'clock in the 
evening, has shown a great decrease. 
He also reported that Fond du Lac 
was all reday to follow the other cit- 
ies" in the valley. 


Chairman Krueger then called upon 


each of the Neenah businessmen pres- 
ent to voice their opinion. Theodore 
Johnson, of Johnson brothers grocery, 
was against the move and was wil- 
ling to let well enough alone. He 
could see no benefit to the people by 
having the stores open on Friday 
nights but could see benefits of Sat- 
urday night opening as on that night, 
perishable goods can be sold at a late 
hour at a sacrifice. He admitted that 
the Saturday night 
business 
was 


dwindling but unless chain stores and 
the small village stores to which P3O- 
l>le. could 
drive, were 
closed, 
the 


stores in the city would lose by c!os- I 
ing on Saturdays. 


M. W. Schalk, of the Jandrey com- 


pany, was in favor of the play if it 
were general. "There is nothing de- 
trimental and perhaps there are cer- 
tain benefits. Our Saturday afternoon 
business is slim, but our early Satur- 
day evening hours are generally big. 
It is possible we could gain by

J. O. Kuchl was not in favor, be- 


ing in the grocery, business, he had 
the same objection about the chain 
stores .and fruit markets which are 
open every night in the week.

THE DEATHLESS STRUGGLE. 
To construct a monument that will 


outlast sphinx and pyramids, enduring 
practically 
forever, is the 
purpose o£ 


those who carry in their hearts memories 
or relationships to the greatest of civil 
wars, "The lost cause," the tragic story 
of the Confederacy. 


Last Monday on the sixty-third anni- 


versary of Lee's surrender to Grant at 
Appomattox came the public unveiling 
of the three central figures in the group, 
Jefferson Davis and 
Generals Lee and 


Stonewall Jackson. The purpose and the 
conception of this monument are colos- 
sal. Stone Mountain which will bear the 
monument is a straight precipice whose 
age is estimated by. geologists to be 
greater than any other rock formation on 
the continent, older than the Alps -and- 
Himalayas, of a peculiar blend which ac- 
counts for the extreme hardness of the 
Stone to which the geologists reckon an 
erosion of but a quarter of an inch in 
thousands of years. 
The monument is 


constructed in relief work extending 
from four to fifteen feet making a dura- 
bility 
under ordinary 
circumstances 


running into hundreds of thousands of 
years. 


It is the purpose to inscribe it in seven 


languages and the president of the as- 
sociation directing its construction gives 
this interesting reason for the number of 
languages: 


"We will have the seven languages be- 


cause this memorial, including the fig- 
ures on. the mountain and the hall exca- 
vated in the heart of it, is going to out- 
last the present civilization and probably 
all of the languages now spoken in the 
world. If we leave the seven languages of 
the inscription it will facilitate the task of 
scholars and archaeologists of a future 
civilization in deciphering the words and 
learning the purpose of what to them 
•will be on6 of the wonders of an ancient 
people." 


When the monument is concluded the 


figures on it will cox-er a distance of 
half a mile. . Chisels 
and mallets, 


through all the ages tools of the stone 
carver, have been put 
aside for com- 


pressed air drills. 
Traveler, the 
fa- 


mous horse upon which sits 
Gener- 


al Lee, measures one hundred seventy- 
five feet from head to tail, and from the 
top of the general's head to the horse's 
hoofs is a distance of one hundred thirty 
feet. The entire scheme, the plan, the 
setting, constitute the most gigantic un- 
dertaking ever conceived or designed by 
mortal hand. 


While the monument itself is entirely 


symbolic of war, of the Confederate army, 
there is to be constructed at its base an 
immerise memorial hall, "the hall of 
mystery," whose most 
striking 
figure 


will be a brooding, veiled figure of a wo- 
man, 
who in the language of the director, 


"will wonder through the centuries to 
come why the brothers of the north and 
the south fought their war." This memor- 
ial hall is in memory of the 
women, 


chief and silent objects of most of the 
misery of war through all times. And in 
it will be the recumbent figures of two 
soldiers in death, one of the north, one of 
the south. It is all indeed a massive idea. 
It reflects its glory as well upon the north 
as the south for we are all of the same 
race. 
The sacrifices, the heroism, the 


stubborn and courageous fighting tactics 
of the Confederacy is but a reflection of a 
vigorous, intelligent 
and 
determined 


people. 


The pity of all war is that such noble 


qualities must be shown through 
mere 


wastage, for war is in a sense but a rec- 
ognition of the weakness of the race, its 
lack of tolerance, its impatience and in 
general its unfairness, "man's inhuman- 
ity to man." The nonchalant gaity, the 
constant exuberance of spirits, particular- 
ly of the 
young 
soldier, even 
when* 


ragged.- barefoot 
and 
facing 
constant 


death, is no better exemplified than 
in 


Lre's army, \\hcn on the night bcfo'rc its

mined struggle the boys in Hood's "old

orating the courage and endurance of a 
generation that has marched past forev- 
er, it could assist the present and coming 
generations to try to avoid armed con- 
flict.

could be done. Are not the nations of the 
world even now blindly stumbling on to 
the next field of carnage? -

AN OUTLINE OF HYGIENE 


NQ, 25—INFECTION IS A PASSIVE HAPPENING 


Every intelligent person should have a general 


understanding: of the sex Instinct and human repio- 
duction as a basis for essential knowledge of the 
hygiene of sex. This entire subject is till under a 
taboo and we must omit a chapter from this outline 
of hygiene. Without other apology we shall turn 
immediately to the much misunderstood question of 
infection and immunity.

First it is necessary to correct common misappre- 


hensions 
of what- have, become familiar medical 
terms. 
. < 
. •'• 


Infection means -the entrance of disease germs 


into the tissues of thjt VoOy.--U-does not mean in- 
haling- or 6wallowtos; disease germs. It does not 
mean the presence -o"f "disease germs in the mouth, 
nose, throat or other cavity or on the surface. An 
individual may harbor virulent disease semis in his. 
throat or nose or other body cavity yet never be 
Infected. He may even carry the germs to a third 
person who does contract the disease. So we must 
clearly distinguish between harboring disease s 
and infection. 


It is still a popular fancy that certain communic- 


able diseases are contagious while' others are only 
infectious, the word contagion conveying the idea 
of actual contact whereas infection, conveys the idea 
of indirect transference of the disease. We must 
discard this fanciful 
distinction, for there is no 


practical reason for it. -Actual contact (contagion) 
is not necessary for the transference of any known 
germ disease. So it is sufficient to know that a giv- 
en disease is infectious. 


Any good toilet soap is a reliable disinfectant for 


:he .hands, no matter -whether the brand you pre- 
fer purports to defeat 27 or 57 varieties of disease 
germs. A soap and water washing of the hands is 
ample protection against the possible risk of catch- 
ng disease from germs that contaminate the hands 
after contact of the hands with the source of the 
germs. Carrying coals to Newcastle is a sensible 
mstime compared with adding antiseptics to soap. 
Some people seem to think disease germs are en- 
dowed with a sense of smell as well as a moan and 
sneaking disposition. 


Since the days of the plague, yellow fever and 


other world scourges, one epidemic'disease lias rc- 
ained the bad reputation folks of the dark ages 
gave it. and even now most laymen and not a few 
old fogy doctors cherish a quaint-notion that the 
lu germs arc able somehow to get about by their 


n locomotion. This notion is absurd to anyone 


with an elementary knowledge of bacteriorology. No 
disease serm can budge an inch unless it is earned 
">y some one or some thing. 


Germ carriers may be animate (persons, animals, 


nsects) or inanimate (food, water, air, things), but 
he animate carriers are the conveyors of nearly all 
nfectious disease today. There is no good evidence 
hat disease is ever carried in the airf'except drop- 
et or spray infection which we shall consider pres- 
ntly. In every Instance where a disease, such as 
mallpox, diphtheria, yellow fever, infantile par- 
lysis, has been apparently carried in toe air, the 
gency of an animate carrier has been overlooked. 
This is notably true of yellow fever, the virus bo- 
ng carried by the Stegomyia breed of mosquito. 
There is no good evidence that disease is carried 


y papers, books, money, letters, or things made by 
r handled by the person who has the disease or 
i'ho is convalescing from it. An ordinary lawidcr- 
ng renders any clothing or linen practically sterile, 
fter it has been used by the person ill of infectious 
.isease.

GETTING MARRIED ABROAD 


By Frederic J. Haskin 


Washington, D. C. — 
Diplomatic 


and consular officials of the 
United 


States can not 
perform 
marriage 


ceremonies for Americans abroad, ac- 
cording to 
new regulations 
which 


have just been issued by the Depart- 
ment of State. Consuls may act 
as 


witnesses at such marriages, and may 
ssue certificates setting 
forth 
the 


facts in connection therewith, But the 
documents are not marriage certifi- 
cates. 


The regulations state that the laws 


of the United States do not confer 
on diplomatic officials any power to 
celebrate marriages, to act as 
offi- 


cial witnesses of the ceremony 
of 


marriage, or to grant certificates of 
marriage. It is not unusual for Anier- 
cans abroad to ask 
permission 
to 


lave a marriage ceremony performed 
n the American embassy or legation, 
and in the presence of the dtplomat- 
c representative. There is no objec- 
tion to a diplomat's complying with 
such a request, it is stated, but, on 
the other hand, there is no obligation 
on his part to accede to it. 


"Whenever application is made 
for 


the use of an embassy or legation for 
&uch a purpose it is tho duty of the 
diplomatic representative to 
inquire 


whether the parties may 
lawfully 


marry, according to the laws of the 
country in which the embassy or leg- 
ition may be, and whether the prop- 
er steps have been taken to enable 
.he ins 
formed 
in "Accordance 
with 
such 


aws. If either of these inquiries be 
answered in the negative, the diplo- 
matic representative must inform the 
.pplicants that he can not permit the 
ceiemony to be performed at the em- 


or legation, since there may be 


loubt respecting its validity. 


<V consular officer 
of 
the 
United 


States has no power to celebrate mar- 
riages in a Christian country be- 
\\een citizens of the United States 
unless h'e is specificially authorized 
10 to do by the laws of the country 
vhero he is sla'tioned. In non-Chris- 
i.in countries his authority to per- 
orm the marriage rite is not 
suffi- 


Montly well established and defined in 
he jurisprudence of tho United States 
o justify action upon it, the Depart- 
ment says. Therefore, it is deemed 
satcr to forbid consular 
officers 
to 


solemnize marriages in any case. 


MAY ACT AS WITNESSES 


If requested, a consular officer may 


>o nil oflicial witness of a marriage in 
.ihtch one of the contracting parties 
s a citizen of the United States, and 
n till cahcs of a marriage in the pres- 
MICC ot" a consular 
ofiiccr he 
shall 


-;ivc to each of tljc parties a certifi- 
•ate of such marriage and shall send 


L certificate immediately to the De, 
lartment of State. 


lie must, however, ascertain defin- 


tcly that the party claiming to be an 
Vmeiican citizen is such, requiring 
vidence of citizenship as convincing 
s that necessary to support an ap- 


pkation for a passport. 


The certificate which the consular 


officer issues is not intended to serve 
my purpose except as evidence of a 


marriage which he believes to have 
performed in a" manner making it 
valid at the time and place of sol- 
emnization. The ofHcial's activities in 
connection with the marriage 
are 


limited strictly to being present at the 
ceremony, ascertaining the legal re- 
quirements of the ceremony, and is- 
suing the certificate. 


This document must be under the 


official seal of the consulate, and must 
set forth tho names of the 
parties, 


their ages, places of birth and resi- 
dence, and the date and place of the 
marriage, and must certify that the 
ceremony took pla-ce in the presence 
of the official who iesues it. 


On the reverse side of the certifi- 


cate the official may record complete 
descriptive data regarding the cere- 
mony, but that information is not to 
be regarded as an 
integral part o' 


the certificate and should not purport 
to interpret the laws of foreign coun- 
tries with respect to marriage. By 
means of this information, however, 
citizens of the United States may be 
enabled to trace records in 
foreign 


countries which will prove invalubale 
in establishing their citizenship status 
and in the settlement of estates. 


Accordingly it is suggested that the 


memoranda should include the name 
of the civil or ecclesiastical authority 
who performed the ceremony, a refer- 
ence to the local laws or regulations 
governing marriage, and a reference 
to whatever civil or ecclesiastical rec- 
ords of the marriage there may have 
been in the country where the cere- 
mony was solemnized. 
LEGAL EFFECT OF SUCH CERE- 


MONY 


As to the legal effect of a marriage 


performed in the presence ot a con- 
sul, 
the law provides that "marriages 


in presence of any consular officer of 
the United States in a foreign coun- 
try, between persons who would be 
authorized to marry if living in the 
District of Columbia, shall be valid to 
all intents and proposes, and 
shall 


have the same effect as if solemnized 
within tho United States." The law 
does not exclude modes of solemniza- 
tion other than that in the presence 
of a consular officer, and marriages 
abroad, when not in the presence of 
such an officer, if otherwise \alid, the 
not invalidated by the statute. 


"It is 
principle of 
international 


law," says the State Department's 
instructions, "that the law 
of " the 


place of solemnization shall, whenev- 
er this is piacticable, doteimine the 
mode of solemnization. "When consuls, 
are requested to act ns official witnes- 
ses of marriages tlioy hhoukl see that 
the requiicnipnts of the law of the 
place of celebration, have been, as fat 
as practicable, complied with. 


"It is not intended, however, 
in 


these instruments in any way to ques- 
tion or modify the principle of inter- 
national law that, while the form 
of solemnizing marriage is determin- 
ed ordinarily by the law .of the place 
of .solemnization, exceptions are rec- 
ognized (1) when it's imposible to 
use surh form, (2) when it is repug- 
nant to the religious convictions of 
the parties, (3) when it is not imposed 
on foreigners by the sovereign pre-

The law is being administered 
and 


children are being aided through rout- 
ing- of the Child Welfare Special, a mo- 
torized child health center, in rural 
districts; establishment of permanent 
centers through state and local funds 
and organization of classes in infant 
care. 


"As a rule," Doctor Allen said, "ba- 


bies are not brought 
to the 
child 


health centers during the first days 
or weeks of life and as a high percent- 
age of infant deaths occur during this 
period, the 'deaths from the second to 
the twelfth months are used to demon- 
state the results of care and advice 
given for children reached through the 
centers." 


In countries where there are perma- 


nent child health centers, Doctor Allen 
reported finding fewer 
deaths 
from 


gastro-intestmal ailments in children 
These diseases or complaints are gen- 
erally caused by improper feeding. She 
drew the conclusion that the centers 
were improving the feeding conditions 
for babies. 
- 


"Since the beginning of the state's 


coperation under the maternity and 
infancy act," 
Dr. Allen said, "twenty 


counties have assumed financial re- 
sponsibility *for maternity and infancy 
work begun by the use of maternity 
funds." 


Dr. F. F. Bowman, Madison health 


officer, told the nurses that the 25 per 
cent of non-attendance in Wisconsin 
schools due to mostly preventable dis- 
ease, means a loss of one-fourth of the 
public investment in schools. 


Miss Maybelle G. Bush, state school 


supervisor, told the nurses that the de- 
par.tment of public instruction 
was 


fully cognizant of the health factor in 
public schols. She said that health in- 
struction is now required

Mr. Hoes- 
holder retorted that as long as? he 
produced and 
delivered pure

there was no ground for complaint or 
orders and that the only incentive 
for him to build a. mlk house would 
be additional pay for his milk.
